Fish Harvest Up 
On Great Lakes 


Commercial 
fish 
production 
from Michigan Great Lakes waters 
climbed to about 25,000,000 pounds 
last year, an increase of nearly 2,- 
000,000 pounds over the 1950 haul 
of 23,153,000 pounds. 
According to the conservation 
departm ent, the 1951 final figure 
may be somewhat higher but is 
not expected to closely approach 
an average 26,000,000-pound year. 
Top annual harvest was over 32,- 
000,000 pounds in 1927. 
Led by a Lake Michigan record 
herring haul of 4,802,000 pounds 
the small food fish again account­ 
ed for the largest G reat Lakes 
catch. Total was over 
8,913,000 
pounds as compared to 6,871,000 
pounds for all waters in 1950. 
Lake Superior take helped boost 
the harvest total with over a mil­ 
lion-pound increase to 2,766,000 
pounds. Previous Lake Michigan 
record year was in 1927 with 3,- 
932.000 pounds. 
Chubs moved up from third to 
second best producer. Crop was 
2.944.000 pounds as against 2,- 
427.000 pounds before. With a fair 
increase, Lake 
Michigan 
again 
easily led the lakes with 2,810,000 
pounds. 
Jum ping from seventh to third 
place were smelt with 
nearly 
a 
million-pound increase to 2,661,000 
pounds. Lake Michigan continued 
to account for practically the en­ 
tire catch. Smelt production has 
been steadily rising from 626,000 
pounds in 1948 to the 1951 amount. 
This year’s catch may approach 
the 1941 record year of 3,019,000 
pounds . . . because of fewer lake 
trout, fish which feed heavily on 
smelt, and extra fishing pressure 
further stimulated by good winter 
prices. 
Trout Down Again 
Whitefish fell from second to 
seventh with only 1,358,000 pounds 
netted as contrasted to 2,725,000 
pounds before. 
The prized lake trout dropped 
another notch from fourth to fifth 
with nearly 2,149,000 pounds as 
compared 
to 
2,425,000 
pounds j 
previously. 
Except 
for 
3,200 j 
pounds, the entire catch was from j 
Lake Superior where the trout- j 
destroying sea lamprey has yet to 
get in its devastating licks. 
With 23 different species taken, j 
production (actually reported so 1 
far) by lakes was: Michigan, 12,- 
744.000 pounds; Huron, 5,457,000; 
Superior, 5,323,000; and Erie, 1,- 
178.000 pounds.

Heirman Suggests 
Farmers Prepare 
For Run Of Sap 
“It won’t be long before people 
who plan to make maple syrup 
will have to get ready for the first 
run of sap”, says Joe Heirman, 
Delta county agricultural agent. 
The first sap flow has 
always 
been a difficult 
task, 
Heirman 
pointed out, but some information 
has been gathered over the years 
which may help 
maple 
syrup 
producers determine when to start 
tapping. 
“Sunshine has been 
found 
to 
have a marked effect on the flow 
of sap,’ he said. 
“For instance, on the same date 
in two different years, the tem­ 
peratures 
and 
sunshine 
varied 
considerably, 
clearly 
.showing 
their effect on the sap run.” 
On one March 6, a temperature 
of 49 degrees and 23 
per 
cent 
sunshine resulted in a poor run 
of sap. On the same date 
in a 
year of similar conditions, a tem­ 
perature of 43 degrees and 85 per 
cent sunshine resulted in a good 
run of sap. 
The effect of sunshine is further 
shown by tile fact that a fair s5p 
run occurred on a day when the 
air tem perature was 
31 
degrees 
but the sun was unusually bright 
all day. The sun’s rays warm up 
the trees even though it has very 
little effect on the temperaure of 
the air, Heirman said. 
Other data shows that produc­ 
ers can expect a sap run when the 
temperature reaches 
40 
degi'ees 
with IOO per cent sunshine or 50 
degrees if ifs cloudy. 
“With this information, produc­ 
ers may be able to plan enough in 
advance to get a larger flow of 
sap from their trees. 
“Getting all 
necessary 
equip­ 
ment in readiness is something to 
be thinking about before March 
comes along,” Heirman advises.

The measure now goes to the State Sen­ 
ate.

Rapid River Mourns 
Death Of 'Charlie' 
C 
HARLES J. RABIDEAU who died re­ 
cently in Rapid River was one of those 
lovable personages who built a career and 
a world of friendship out of service to fel­ 
lowmen. 
He was “Charlie” to everyone in Rapid 
River, young and old. He lived in the com­ 
munity of Rapid River for 60 years, the last 
28 in charge of the fire hall. He was always. 
“on call” for anyone in distress. 
Charlie Rabideau was everyone’s friend 
but particularly h ^ was a friend of chil­ 
dren. W hether it was a dolly to be repair­ 
ed, a pair of roller skates or a bike to be 
fixed, or merely a nod of approval and a 
pat on the back for a good report card, the 
youngsters of Rapid River took their trou­ 
bles and their trium phs to Charlie. 
For years the storekeepers of Rapid Riv­ 
er provided Charlie with duplicate keys to 
their buildings so that he could enter them 
in an emergency. 
Charlie Rabideau had attributes that are 
essential for wide friendship — kindness, 
honesty and humility. Most of all, he had 
patience, a virtue of which there is not 
enough to go around in this world. 
His 
friends included hundreds of hunters who 
visit the Rapid River area each year d u r­ 
ing the hunting season, and also hundreds 
of fishermen from all sections of the coun­ 
try.

America n Rail roo cfs 
Face Shortages 
T 
HE American railroads face a double 
scarcity of both the materials and the 
funds with which to carry forward the 
program of improvements made necessary 
by national transportation needs. That suc­ 
cinct summing up of the railroads’ basic 
problem was recently made by W illiam 
T. Fancy, president of the Association of 
American Railroads. 
The materials situation grows more crit­ 
ical. The railroads need at least 10,000 new 
freight cars a month, for example, 
and 
have placed the orders for them. But, ef­ 
fective with the first quarter of 1952, allo­ 
cations have been so reduced that \h e in­ 
dustry will be able to secure only about 
6,000 cars a month. This not only immedi­ 
ately reduces the flow of new cars, but dis­ 
rupts the construction organizations creat­ 
ed by both the contract car builders and 
the railroad shops. 
Assembly lines will 
have to be shut down and trained labor 
forces dismissed. 
In the last four months for which figures 
are available, net earnings have run al­ 
most 50 per cent below 1950. 
There is no substitute for railroad serv­ 
ice—and that goes for both m ilitary and 
civilian transportation needs. We can’t af­ 
ford to let our railroad plant deteriorate 
for lack of either money or materials.

That is the proposal made by the Delta and 
Menominee County Bar associations. It is 
unfortunate that more thought is not being 
given to this proposal now. 
This recommendation will come up in 
the Senate, as it did in the House when 
Rep. Erlandsen opposed the bill now before 
the Legislature. Since the state is already 
in precarious financial trouble, it may well 
be that a solution to the problem that pre­ 
vents additional state costs may get a bet­ 
ter reception in the Senate than it did in 
the House.

The Doctor Says ... 


Cortisone, ACTH Help Many 
Rheumatoid Arthritis Victims

One 
of 
the most important causes of 
chronic illness today is a disease known as 
rheumatoid arthitis. This important disor­ 
der is all too common. 
It causes an immense amount of discom ­ 
fort and pain, and appalling economic loss 
both to the afflicted individual and to the 
country as a whole. 
There are many extraordinary features 
about this disease. The usual form of the 
disease is more common in women than in 
men. There is a tendency for the disease 
to begin in the 20’s and 30’s, 
though 
it 
sometimes starts later. 
In 
some 
patients who are apparently 
heading for a long siege of the disease, the 
condition stops completely even 
w ithout 
treatment. 
If a person with rheum atoid 
artnitis gets jaundiced, the symptoms are 
greatly relieved, at least while the jaundice 
lasts. 
In women who become pregnant in the 
presence of a severe rheumatoid 
arthitis, 
the condition is aiso relieved but almost 
invariably comes back in full force after 
the pregnancy is over. 
Another queer thing about rheum atoid 
arthritis is that it is influenced by the m en­ 
tal condition. An emotional upset, such as 
may be brought about by a quarrel 
or 
tome other form of worry, is likely to m ake 
I rheumatoid arthitis which has been be­ 
having fairly well suddenly become worse. 
Buoh strange things about stoaumatoid 


arthritis as these 
have 
been 
carefully 
studied but net yet thoroughly explained. 
It 
is partly because of pondering these 
matters that cortisone and ACTH came to 
be tried. 
The discovery of these substances has 
certainly not answered all questions of 
treatment, but working with them has per­ 
mitted much new knowledge to be gained. 
RELIEF, NOT CURE, OBTAINED 
The patients on whom they have been 
tried almost always have obtained immed­ 
iate and practically complete relief from 
their symptoms but these usually 
come 
back after slopping the injections. 
There are some undesirable side effects 
but these do not seem to be either serious 
or lasting. 
Eventually 
research workers hope to 
find out much more about the causes, pre­ 
vention, and treatm ent 
of 
rheumatoid 
arthitis. 
This hoped-for result may still be distant 
but it is unquestionably much closer than 
it was before the discovery of cortisone 
and the use of 
ACTH 
for 
rheumatoid 
arthritis. 
But the disease is still puzzling and re­ 
search workers are busy trying to untangle 
the many knotty problems connected with 
its causes and treatm ent. 
My good friend, Robert D. Potter, has 
just w ritten an 
accurate, 
easy-to-read 
book called “A rthritis” which gives much

Merry-Go-Round

across 
the 
U. S. A. these days you are struck w ith a 
new cynicism on the part of the American 
public. Ifs a rebellious cynicism, inclined 
to lay all our troubles on the doorstep of 
Washington a feeling of frustration, of dis­ 
gust w ith corruption, and weariness with 
the Korean war. It’s an atmosphere that 
lends itself to any 
flag-waver 
or 
tub- 
thum per who wants to take advantage of 
this cynicism by running for office. 
This 
is 
exactly 
the atmosphere that 
swept a lot of Democratic screwballs into 
office with the anti-H oover tide of Roose­ 
velt victory in 1932, and it may sweep a lot 
of Republican screwballs into office this 
fall. 
One dangerous p art of the current feel­ 
ing has been a certain disillusionment with 
our electoral system. Folks are resentful of 
the bosses in both parties and they figure 
that though President Truman probably 
didn’t 
mean 
to 
blurt out what he did 
about “eyewash” prim aries, 
nevertheless 
he was telling the truth. 
On the other hand there is growing in­ 
terest in the proposal of Sen. Paul Douglas 
of Illinois and Rep. 
Charles Bennett of 
Florida to hold a nation-wide presidential 
prim ary, which, though not binding on the 
delegates, might put a crimp in the party 
bosses and prevent the traditional picking 
of presidents in the 3 a. rn. quiet of a smoke 
filled room. 
The sm artest thing Mr. Truman could 
do, in view of his eyewash rem ark and this 
public cynicism is to exert some altruistic 
leadership and help put across the Doug- 
las-Bennett nation-w ide primary. 
EYEWASH ROLLCALL 
Meanwhile, here is the rollcall of states 
conducting eyewash prim aries or conven­ 
tions plus some of those which do not: 
Bossed Delegates — In five states it’s a 
fact that the people have no say w hat­ 
ever in the selection of delegates attending 
the presidential conventions. In Alabama, 
Arizona, Arkansas, Georgia and Louisiana, 
the delegates are chosen by party leaders 
and are simply told how they are to vote. 
In 27 other states democracy fares little 
better. These states for the most part fol­ 
low the plan of state conventions, w here 
the party bosses can railroad the selection 
of delegates. The bigger states which fol­ 
low this hand-m e-dow n convention system 
are: Michigan, Iowa, Indiana, Kentucky. 
Mississippi, 
Missouri, 
North 
Carolina, 
Tennessee, Alabama, Texas and Virginia. 
Best Prim ary—The state generally con­ 
ceded to have the best primary system is 
Oregon, where presidential aspirants are 
unable to keep their name off the ballot if 
they feel they won’t make a good showing. 
Eisenhower’s name, for instance, has been 
kept out of the Wisconsin prim ary on the 
belief that he wouldn’t make a good show­ 
ing there. But in Oregon, any candidate’s 
name can be entered without his perm is­ 
sion, whieh makes for a genuine popular 
test. 
Nebraska voters had the same “free fil­ 
ing” privilege until 1951 when a reaction­ 
ary Legislature abolished it. 
New Hampshire, in connection with 
which President Trum an used his eyewish 
term , happens to have one of the nation's 
fairer primaries, though somewhat com­ 
plicated by the town meeting system. 
Boss Flynn’s Bailiwick—In New York, 
which controls the largest bloc of delegates 
and therefore is most influential in nom­ 
inating our presidential candidates, 
the 
delegates do not have to reveal which can­ 
didate they favor. Thus, when New York­ 
ers vote in a prim ary, they are forced to 
vote for pledged party stooges. They do 
not know whether those delegates will fav­ 
or Truman, K efauver or Stevenson; 
all 
they know is that the delegates will vote 
the way Boss Flynn of the Bronx and State 
Chairman Paul Fitzpatrick tell them to. 
Massachusetts and New Jersey have sim­ 
ilar provisions making it possible for the 
bosses to m anipulate unpledged convention 
delegates like pawns on a chessboard. 
Ohio’s Tricks — Ohio has still another 
gimmick which plays into the hands of the 
bosses. 
In Ohio, delegates must remain 
pledged to a certain delegate only as long 
as their 
“best judgm ent and ability” 
so 
dictate. 
Though it’s never happened, 
this con­ 
ceivably could mean that delegates could 
decide the day before balloting started that 
their man didn’t have a chance, and switch 
to someone the bosses liked better. 
Illinois has a sim ilar loophole for coun­ 
termanding the people’s choice. Thus, in 
both Illinois and Ohio, Senator Kefauver 
might win the prim ary but have the dele­ 
gates run out on him if Boss Ray Miller of 
Cleveland and Boss Jack Arvey of Chicago 
so directed. 
These and other boss-dictated jokers in 
state election laws have reduced 
today’s 
presidential prim ary system to a mockery, 
which instead of being called eyewash by 
the President, should be rectified with the 
Douglas-Bennett popular primary or some 
other reform. 
Though the American people elect the 
President the bosses frequently nominate, 
under any fair electoral system the peo­ 
ple should do both.

Scientists To Maintain Stride

—Every once in so often reality 
rears its ugly head, and we are 
confronted by an emergency and 
are compelled to do

guns. 
The latest national em er­ 
gency is the shortage of engineers 
and scientists. 
All of us Americans are fed up 
with 
being 
reminded 
that we 
have 
more telephones, 
more re­ 
frigerators, 
more 
automobiles 
and more what-not- by far than 
any other people ever had before. 
So what? 
Why should we be 
worried about the future and the 
shortage of engineers and scien­ 
tists? 
We are comfortable and 
happy with what we have, aren’t 
we? 
What 
difference 
does 
it 
make if all the young people go 
in for culture and the liberal arts 
and shun science and engineer­ 
ing?

• 
• 
What has culture and the over­ 
head liberal arts—things that are 
supported 
by 
national wealth— 
got to do with scientists and en­ 
gineers anyhow? 
Well, they have a lot to do with 
scientists and engineers, who cre­ 
ate the necessary wealth to make 
culture possible. 
In this country, we have cre­ 
ated a new type of industry. 
It 
is an American invention and a 
world phenomenon. 
It is com­ 
petitive 
industry, 
supported 
by 
patent 
law, 
industrial research, 
mass marketing and mass produc­ 
tion. 
It represents a new devel­ 
opment of capitalism, and its like 
cannot be found 
anywhere, 
not 
even in Western Europe. 
In Europe, industry fixes prices, 
and this results in high prices, 
standardized 
merchandise, 
little 
progress—if any—in development 
of new things to sell to more cus­ 
tomers, and a shortage of Ameri­ 
can dollars.

That being so, where do we go 
from here? 
Well, there is only one way to 
go from here. 
We need, in this

better industry. 
Now the bright boys have been 
telling us for a long time that 
Europe, particularly England, has 
been producing all the basic re­ 
search and we have, in contradic­ 
tion, lain down on the job.

Instruction The Problem 
Smack in the middle of the con­ 
troversy is the U. S. established 
doctrine: "separation 
of 
church 
and state." 
"Two great drives are constant­ 
ly in motion to abridge, in the 
name of education, the complete 
division of religion and civil auth- 
‘ 
ority which our forefathers made," 
the late Supreme Court Justice 
Rutlege has said. 
"One is to introduce religious 
education and observance into the 
public schools. 
The other, to ob­ 
tain funds for aid and support of 
various private religious schools." 
The question has produced a 
tangled pattern of disagreement 
among Catholics, Protestants and 
Jews. 
Principal issues, and the 
general views of church leaders— 
discounting minority exceptions of 
each m ajor faith—are: 
Supreme Court Cases 
1. "Released time” religious in­ 
struction in conjunction with pub­ 
lic schools (widely 
opposed 
by 
Jews, supported by Catholics and 
Protestants). 
2. Bible reading and prayers in 
public schools (widely opposed by 
Jews and Catholics, widely sup­ 
ported by Protestants). 
3. 
Tax-support 
transportation 
facilities and textbooks for paro­ 
chial school children (supported by 
Catholics, widely opposed by Pro­ 
testants and Jews). 
4. Wearing of religious garments 
by public school teachers (opposed 
by Protestants and Jews, support­ 
ed by most Catholics). 
Two m ajor U. S. Supreme Court 
eases, one involving Bible reading 
in New Jersey and the other in 
volving 
New 
York’s 
"released 
tim e” religious education program 
are pending. 
So are proposals for 600 million 
dollars in federal aid to education, 
a program bottled up in previous 
sessions by debate over marginal 
aid to parochial schools. 
(Nearly three million of the na­ 
tion’s 27 million school children 
attend 
parochial 
or 
private 
schools.) 
An 
Associated 
Press 
survey 
shows Bible reading in varying 
numbers of public, schools, either 
by option or requirement, in 35 
states. 
In 12 states and the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia, it is mandatory. 
Many of these programs date back 
anfany years. 
Time and Textbooks 
In 27 states, varying numbers 
of public schools—usually by local 
choice—authorize 
"released” 
or 
"dism issed” time for religious in­ 
struction. during which students 
are freed from regular classes. 
An estimated two million chil­ 
dren in 2.200 communities are re- 
• ported taking part in such pro­ 
grams, mostly of recent origin. 
Four states— Oregon, Louisiana, 
New Mexico and Mississippi—pro­ 
vide textbooks for parochial school 
children, under plans set up with­ 
in the last 15 years. 
In cases of 
need, West Virginia does the same. 
In 18 states, public transporta­ 
tion facilities now are available to 
parochial school pupils. 
Most of 
these states keep school buses pri­ 
marily on regular routes, but paro­ 
chial pupils are entitled to ride. 
Bible Versions Vary 
Ten states allow nuns or Broth- 
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ers to wear religious garb at teach 
ing jobs in 
public 
schools, 
court test on this is pending in 
Wisconsin. 
Some states do not 
permit it on grounds the apparel 
influences pupils in behalf of one 
faith. 
The New Jersey Bible reading 
act—now before the Supreme Court 
- ‘-requires "at least 
five verses 
from the Old Testament" to be 
read at the opening of each school 
day, along with recitation of the 
Lord’s prayer. 
When the State Court upheld the 
law in 1950, it ruled the Bible was 
not a sectarian book. 
(The sensitivity about Bible read­ 
ing in school derives from the 
fact that Catholic (Douay), Pro­ 
testant (King James) and Jewish 
(Jewish Publication Society) Bibles 
differ, in translation, books and 
method of study.) 
For The Children 
New York’s "released time" pro­ 
gram — also being tested in the 
Supreme Court—is not set up like 
a former one in Champaign, 111 
which was 
declared 
unconstitu­ 
tional by the Supreme Court in 
1948. 
The Champaign religious instruc­ 
tion was given in the school build­ 
ing. A mother complained her son 
was 
"embarrassed" because he 
was the only one not taking it 
Under the New York program and 
in most communities, the instruc­ 
tion by various faiths is given in 
other quarters. 
Pupils are ex­ 
cused to go there, at parental re­ 
quest. 
The legality of supplying trans­ 
portation and textbooks for paro­ 
chial school children already has 
already has been fortified by Su­ 
prem e Court decision—on a Louis­ 
iana textbook case in 1930, and a 
New Jersey transportation case in 
1948. 
The court ruled, the services were 
rn the “public welfare," and for 
all "children”—not for the paro­ 
chial schools. 
However, some State Courts have 
held otherwise.

TV Stars Have 
Strange Humor

NEW YORK—We would not call 
us a prude, particulary, not even 
ultra-finicky in entertainment, but 
we bore pretty easy and right now 
we are bored with the Nance-act 
that television is putting on in 
lieu of humor. I have never seen 
anything very funny about implied 
homo-sexuality, not even in the 
State Deparment, and on a 
TV 
screen it also fails, as the boys so 
coyly say, to carry me away. 
I was not, for instance, carried 
away with the last Dean Martin 
and Jerry Lewis show I saw, in 
which the boys finally wound up 
giggling winsomely and address 
ing each other by girl’s names. 
Mr. Lewis, as the distaff half of 
the team, seemed to swish rather 
more frequently than not, and his 
mannerisms from time to time 
were so lacy as to lead one to won­ 
der if TV was going to make a big 
thing of a female impersonation. 
I can stand an occasional simper, 
but draw the line at ruffled pan­ 
talettes. 
Too Much Effeminancy 
The flipped wrist and the oh- 
thay-routines just about 
in 
the 
same position on television today 
that it used to occupy in the 
grimy days of the peel-house, when 
no burlesque skit 
was 
complete 
without a violently purple pansy 
act. It was pretty dumb fun even 
then, and suitable only for the 
intellect that finds humor in crip­ 
ples and idiots. 
I’m not the first critic to remark 
recently that Mr. Robert Hope, a 
good m an and very often a funny 
man, has lately fed so much ef­ 
feminancy into his performances 
that we are prone to wonder what 
he is proving. Mr. Hope ain’t lone­ 
some. either. The sissy-pants clich­ 
es and the delicate gestures have 
become pretty stock stuff of re­ 
cent 
time. 
Maybe 
ifs 
funny. 
Maybe the kids like it, as they 
like other odd phenomena, such 
as Marijuana. 
I don’t. 
A great deal of the current crop 
of televised humor has caused me 
to wonder just what the producers 
have in mind. The comedy is al­ 
most invariably straight out of old 
grind-house skits, with basic em­ 
phasis on spitting in other peo­ 
ple’s faces, spilling things on peo­ 
ple, hitting people with improbable 
objectsf and heaping rather earthy 
indignity 
on 
people. 
The funny 
Mr. Lewis, t’other night, derived 
humor from 
upbraiding 
his-on- 
stage mother for not getting his 
rich partner’s shirts clean enough. 
He had mother, stashed away in 
the washing machine. It beats me. 
If somebody will tell me what 
is funny about idiocy or homo­ 
sexuality or spitting in people’s 
faces I will shut up and sit quiet­ 
ly in the back row. But I always

thought that 
gurgling, 
doorling 
idiocy was rather tragic, as was a 
glandular or personality ambiguity 
that failed to separate the girls 
from the boys. 
And as a sight 
a gag, spitting in the eye leaves 
something to be desired in .enter­ 
tainment. 
We have had, to date, a com­ 
plete rehash of the standard bur 
lesque routine, even up to and 
including undue emphasis on the 
female chest. 
I will not knock 
this latter undue emphasis, since 
I believe the girls must have some 
sort of free expression in order to 
bare their brains, and Marie Wil 
son, to me. is much prettier than 
Arthur Godfrey. 
But I do not 
know as I can stand the comedy 
much longer, m erely in order to 
squint at an occasional cleavage 
There does not seem to be much 
humor outside of Miss Coca and 
Mr. Sid Caesar. 
The rest of it 
pure pratfall. Prattfall is a coarse 
term which means somebody else 
falls on his francis while the other 
people laugh because they are not 
falling, momentarily, on their fran- 
cises. This does not demand much 
in the way of imagination or dia­ 
logue. 
And speaking of dialogue reminds 
us that I am about caught up on 
televised gags concerning the in­ 
efficiency of the gag writer when a 
joke drops dead. 
That wasj an­ 
cient hat when the radio comics 
were doing it decades ago, and 
has gained nothing in effect by 
association with the camera. I am 
almost certain that nobody cares 
whether Mr. Skeleton’s script was 
SALE 
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written by Mr. Skeleton or by the 
ghost of Oscar Wilde, and I ain’t 
laughing fit to kill at that line 
about another script writer bit 
the dust. 
Come to think of it, I ain’t laugh­ 
ing fit to kill at most of what I 
see these days on the magic screen. 
I was thinking more about being 
publicly ill, which probably would 
be regarded as delicious humor in 
the highest TV circles.

NEW ORLEANS— (ZP) —Gov. 
Earl K. Long confronts a coalition 
of state Democratic factions in a 
test of power tomorrow when Lo­ 
uisiana elects a new governor. 
He is backing Carlos Spaht, for­ 
mer state district judge of Baton 
Rouge, his hand picked choice as 
his successor. The state constitu­ 
tion bars the governor from suc­ 
ceeding himself. 
Appeal Judge Robert Kennon of 
Monden, in north Louisiana, is 
an independent candidate backed 
by seven independents eliminated 
in the first democratic primary 
Jan. 15. 
Technically the election is to se­ 
lect the Democratic gubernatorial 
nominee but in 
this 
one-party 
state that nomination is equiva­ 
lent to election. 
The primary issue is the same as 
in the first primary—Long vs anti- 
Long. 
Kennon is pledged to tax reduc­ 
tions and proposes to take great 
spending powers from the gover­ 
nor in order to make the Legisla­ 
ture independent. 
Spaht promised to continue the 
program of Governor Long, in­ 
cluding 'the $50 a month old age 
pensions. He says tax reductions 
are possible 
without 
sacrificing 
some present governmental bene­ 
fits.

Other candidates for the six- 
nation EDC are France, Belgium, 
The Netherlands, Italy, and Lux­ 
embourg. 
, 
The 
foreign 
ministers 
also 
agreed on another concession to 
the Germans, 
partly 
satisfying 
their parliament’s demand that all 
war criminals who did not direct­ 
ly commit crimes should be re­ 
leased. 
The Big Three decided 
to ask .Germany join them in a 
four-power appeal board to re­ 
view and possibly modify the sen­ 
tences of the more than 1,000 Ger­ 
man war criminals. 
Wants Sear Back 
Concerning the coal-rich Saar 
Basin, which Germany lost at the 
end of World War II and which 
she wants back, the ministers were 
believed 
urging 
Adenauer 
to 
thrash the whole dispute out with 
the French at some 
later 
date 
when tempers over th e issue have 
cooled. 
It was thought likely that Schu- 
man would promise to restore po­ 
litical freedom to the 
territory, 
now under 
French 
occupation 
control, but would ask Adenauer 
in return to accept a6 permanent 
the present linking of the area’s 
economy with that of France. 
The Big Three were 
reported 
nearly, but not quite, agreed on a 
proposal by the NATO deputies 
to let the EDC 
determine how 
much 
arms 
German 
industry 
should produce. France fears that 
the German munitions industry 
may revive and 
spark 
another 
German aggression; the Germans 
demand freedom from all occu­ 
pation economic controls. 
Under One Command 
Official sources said the plan 
of the NATO deputies calls for 
EDC and its 1954-goal force of 
two million soldiers, sailors and 
airmen to work within the frame­ 
work of NATO and for the two 
organizations to be closely re­ 
lated groups. 
To prevent any conflict of au­ 
thority between EDC and NATO 
in time of war, all European ar­ 
my forces would be placed at the 
exclusive disposal of the Allies’ 
Supreme Commander in Europe, 
now Gen. Dwight Eisenhower. He 
in turn gets his orders from the 
British-American-French standing 
group of the 12-nation military 
committee. 
The plan makes clear that the 
Supreme Commander’s decisions 
as they affect EDC are final, re­ 
quiring no endorsement of 
any 
sort. 
It provides, however, 
for 
combined meetings of the 
EDC 
and NATO councils on issues of 
grave and common concern, thus 
giving Germany a voice as a mem­ 
ber of the EDC group. 
EDC officers, including 
Ger­ 
mans, would 
be 
appointed 
to 
Eisenhower’s 
headquarters 
and 
other NATO staffs as soon as the 
European army begins to function.

WASHINGTON —UP— The army 
announced that enlisted members 
of the National Guard and the or­ 
ganized reserve now on duty in­ 
voluntarily will be released as in­ 
dividuals after 20 to 24 months of 
duty. 
About 425.000 men are affected by 
the decision which means a speed­ 
up in their prospective release from 
active service. 
The program will 
begin next month. 
Excepted from the plan to re­ 
lease the men as individuals are 
National Guard anti-aircraft units. 
Dependents Considered 
The army said their gradual re­ 
lease will permit putting replace­ 
ments into units in an orderly man­ 
ner. 
The army said that the majority 
of the organized reserve officers 
now on active duty will be requir­ 
ed to complete 24 months of ac­ 
tive service. 
In some cases, how­ 
ever, officers may 
be 
released 
earlier but in no event before 
their 20th month of active duty. 
Generally speaking, enlisted re­ 
servists who were called up first 
after the outbreak of the Korean 
war will be released first. 
The army said the order of re­ 
lease from any particular unit will 
be governed by such factors as the

This alkaloid can be used as 
a starting m aterial in the m anu­ 
facture of the medically import­ 
ant sex hormones 
progesterone 
and testosterone. 
Progesterone is used in drugs 
for the correction of menstrual 
disturbances, prevention of spon­ 
taneous abortions and the relief 
of cervical cancer. Testosterone al­ 
so is used as a remedy for men­ 
strual disturbances and for sup­ 
pressing breast cancer. 
The departm ent said the value 
of the new discovery lies in the 
fact that heretofore 
only 
three 
sources were available for the pre­ 
paration of these drugs—animal- 
nerve tissues, soybeans and Mexi­ 
can yams.

The de­ 
partm ent said that once a practi­ 
cable method has been perfected, 
the use of the tomato plant as a 
suitable source for cortisone would 
make possible a considerable re­ 
duction in its price. 
At present, the department is 
growing tomato plants in experi­ 
mental plots for the production of 
tomatidine in order to obtain in­ 
formation on costs. 
The feasibility of producing to­ 
matidine from the plant after the 
tomatoes have been harvested al­ 
so is being investigated. The ex­ 
perimental work is being carried 
on in cooperation with the Nation­ 
al Institute of Health.
